unveiling of the statue of Alexander Hamilton, 

deplored the increase of factionism in the United 
States, which, he said, was growing as never before, all 
the time seeking to “promote this or that interest with- 
out’ regard to the relationship to others and without 
regard to the common weal.” He described the menace 
as one of “hatred and prejudice and violence,” saying 
that coalitions would “invade the constitutional rights 
of others or subvert the Constitution itself,” and urging 
that “the false cry of class be throttled.” 

A paragraph in his speech wherein lie spoke of the 
crowds that were “challenging civil and religious liberty” 
was taken by many as a reference to the Ku Klux Klan. 

The study of Hamilton’s life and achievements has 
been long a hobby of the President, and Hamilton was 
the subject of a lecture which he delivered in various 
perts ef the country before he came to the White House. 
What the world needed today more than anything else, 
the President said, was the leadership of a statesman 
of the calibre of Hamilton, and when such a leadership 
developed he predicted “the substitution of hope and reso- 
lution where hatred and resentment are now hindering 


recovery.” He eculogized Hamilton’s conception of finan- 
cial integrity, and the faith of obligations as a remedy 
for present world ills. }
